OLE VOLFING. VOLFING WAS ACCOMPANIED BY JOACHIM HENKEL 

AND ED SAVAGE OF THE UNHCR'S WASHINGTON OFFICE. OTHER 

RP PARTICIPANTS INCLUDED DAS ARTHUR E. DEWEY. DAS 

RICHARD D. ENGLISH AND DIRECTORS OF RP PROGRAM AND 

MANAGEMENT OFFICES. THE SESSIONS FOCUSSED ON OVERALL 
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BUDGET CONCERNS AND REGIONAL PROGRAM ISSUES. 
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3. ACTING DIRECTOR FUNSETH OPENED THE SESSION ON THE 
PAKISTAN PROGRAM BY NOTING THAT UNHCR HAS SO FAR 
RECEIVED ONLY DOLLARS 22.4 MILLION (ALMOST 75 PERCENT OF 
THAT FIGURE. DOLLARS 16.5 MILLION, FROM THE US) IN 
PLEDGES AGAINST A PROJECTED PROGRAM BUDGET OF DOLLARS 65 
MILLION. HE ASKED ABOUT PROSPECTS FOR HCR'S OBTAINING 
NECESSARY COMMITMENTS FROM OTHER DONORS. AND WHETHER HCR 
IS MAKING ANY SPECIAL EFFORTS TO ELICIT SUCH OTHER 
CONTRIBUTIONS. VOLFING RESPONDED THAT HCR CONCENTRATES 
ON GETTING COMMITMENTS TO COVER ITS ENTIRE WORLD-WIDE 
PROGRAM. NOT ON COMPONENT PARTS. HCR WOULD LIKEWISE 
•PREFER THAT DONORS AIM AT MEETING OVERALL PROGRAM NEEDS

REPLIED THAT HCR MAY DO SO EVENTUALLY AND CERTAINLY DOES
